April 2011. Pump 2: 635,000. Pump 3: 602,000. The pumps ran a total of: 35.6 hours (well 2) and
35.6 hours (well 3). Well levels: 29°, 24’ and 29’. Average chlorine is .23. Scott Fowler and Ed
Marvel prepared the public health reports and Diane will mail reports to the Division of Drinking
Water.

Pat Jarrell and 27 by Councilman Barry Fillman. Motion Carried.
